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DETAILED ACTION

Claims 1-31 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered 
within the specific combination claimed, to teach: a non-volatile memory device comprising: a 
discriminator/means, among others as claimed in independent claims 1 1, 21, for discriminating 
whether the conduction currents is high or lower than a predetermined demarcation current 
value; a reference circuit, among others as claimed in independent claim 31, for calibrating set of 
common parameters with respect to common environment and generating set of control signals 
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accordingly so that the plurality of sense amplifiers are controlled to have its predetermined 
properties enforced. A method of sensing comprising step of identifying those having 
conduction currents higher than predetermined demarcation current value, and among other steps 
as claimed in independent claim 1 .
